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1 . RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Pursuant to the Examiner's requirement to restrict the invention to one set of 
claims identified as Group I claims and Group II claims, applicant hereby elects the 
claims of Group I (namely, claims 1-19, drawn to a structural element, and classified in 
class 442, subclass 251). 

2. SPECIES ELECTION 

Further, in paragraphs 5 and 6 of the Examiner's Action, applicant is being 
asked to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution on the merits, the species 
being defined as Species I drawn to a structural element wherein the barrier layer is a 
layer of woven polyester material, and Species II drawn to a structural element wherein 
the barrier layer is a layer of non-woven polyester material. 

Applicant hereby elects the claims of Species I, namely claims 1-5, 7-10, and 

12-18. 

The Examiner has indicated that claim 1 is a generic claim. Applicant believes 
claim 13 is also a generic independent claim.
